Admissions and Guidance Wil­ 
liam H. McMasters said today.

Purpose of the check-ups is to 
detect hearing abnormalities for 
treatment and care. Identification 
of hearing difficulties is especial­ 
ly important for students who 
plan to enter professions where 
good hearing is essential.

The tests are administered by 
Los Angeles City School hearing 
specialists. The procedure follow­ 
ed is for students to listen 
through earphones to an audio­ 
meter, or sound producing ma­ 
chine, and record what they hear 
on charts, as sounds are increased 
and decreased. The charts are 
then checked 'by the audiome- 
trists.

Of the Harbor students who 
were tested, approximately 10 
percent showed appreciable hear­ 
ing loss. They will consult with 
a city schools ear doctor, who 
will advise them how to conserve 
hearing and prevent further loss.
